The New York Sun telle us that it 


thirtieth part of the total grain crop ot the 
United States, is anaually made into 
whisky. The quantity of proof spirits 
capable of being extracted from a bushel 
of grain depends much upon the skill of 
the distiller. As much as seventeen quarts 
has been produced from one bushel. The 
average in good. distilleries, with all the 
modern improvements, is from twelve to 
fourteen quarts; but the general average 
in all the distilleries in the country 1s much 
less. Strychnine and other powertul 
agents are sometimes introduced in the 
process of mashing, for the purpose of in- 
creasing the production. In 1870 the total 


Federal revenues trom spirits, including 
production, license, stamp, sale and all 
other taxes, amounted to $56,000,000." It 


is understood that Mr. DxLMAR attempted 


to estimate the quantities ot river water 
strychnine and rotten tobacco which Cin- 
cipnati annually consumes in the menu- 
facture of genuine Bourbon and Robert- 
fon county whiskies, but the quantities 
were found to be so great and his figures 
so scarce that he abandoned the attempt 
in disgust. 


When we ebail have settled in this 
country the narrow-gauge question, so 
ably discussed in these columns by General 
Boy eg, the propriety of building one rail 
raijroads should be inquired into. There 
is such a roa in France, now in successtul 
operation, between Raney and Montter- 
meil. The locomotive is described as hav- 
ing four wheels, two being plac:d one at 
the front and one et tho Ut sus engine, 
pearing on the rail. These give the direc- 
tion, and are double-flanged. The other 
pair of wheels are placed in a transverse 
plane passing on a line in tront of the 
fire box. They run on oak plank or mac- 
adamized road, as the case may be, and 
are the driving wheels. This sort of rail- 
way can be built in France for about 
$1,000 per mile. The locomotives weigh 
six and tem tons; the former ruas fourteen 
miles an hour, drawing, besides its own 
weight, thirty five tons up a grade ot two 
feet in a hundred; the latter will draw fi ty 
tous at arate of eight miles an hour up 
the same grade; on a level it would draw 
one hundred and eighty tons. This system is 
the invention of M. LARNMANZAT, a French 
civil engineer, and many believe that it 
may be successfully introduced on turn- 
pike roads with the grades and curves 
which the common highway usually has.

Mr. Toomss says that 
he expects to see the achievement of 
Southern independence yet. In the sense 
implied the Democratic party looks in an 
opposite direction and is striving to restore 
and reunite the Union, which the Southern 
Confederacy was meant to destroy. 

After years of broil and battle we have 
come back to a peace footing. The Dem- 
ocratic party, divided in 1800, is reorgan- 
izing in 1871, and it finds itself met by a 
tew impracticables, like Mr. Toomss, who 
do not wish to see it either organized or 
successful. Mr. Toomps says Mr. Vate 
LANDIGHAM is a scoundrel. Mr. Toomss 
says the Ohio platiorm is worse than the 
platiorm of the Radicals. We do not 
gainsay Mr. Toomss his right of opinion; 
but we do protest against his being con- 
sidered a Democrat, for that which he 
denounces is the only existing Democratic 
platiorm, and his words convey aid and 
eomfort only to the Radicals. It Mr. 
Toomss is honest, and if his followers are 
honest, he and they should set up a new 
party representing their exact wants and 
ideas.

As pmvate © citizens, we respect Mr. 
Davis, Mr, Sturuuns and Mr. Toons; as 
men eminent in their day, we do them 
justice; as political associates, submitting 
to fhe recognized leadership of the pres- 
ent, we should be glad to have their 
tnendly encouragement; but as monitors 
and captains, we must be pardoned for 
thinking them-unfit on account of their 
age, their temperament and their peculiar 
position: So, we speak to them and oi 
them freely and frankly, vot to 
be discourteous or unkind. They have 
done much to-injure the cause of peace 
already, They have made a deal of capie 
tal for the Radicals. The North is even 
now ringing with them and their sayings 
and doings, and the Bourbon element of 
the Democratic party, which wants to see 
the party beaten on its liberal basis, is 
delighted at their work. As we decline 
to be guided by them, we have no right to 
advise them, and we only state the case as 
it appears from our point of observation. 
They will take their own course and are 
welcome to it, the Democratic party 
holding itselt discharged {rom all reszon- 
sibility. 

In conclusion, we have to add that, 
whenever the sincerity of Southern inten- 
tions and the honor of Southern men and 
the solidity of Southern interests are at 
stake, we will go as far as the farthest, 
quite as far as Mr. Davis or Mr. Tooms;, 
to preserve the name and fortune ot tne 
South.

So, with 
many forebodings, we are content to jog 
along and hope for the best, doing whit 
we can to bring it about in the mean- 
time.
